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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Examiner could not find anywhere in the specification for support for amended claim 1 
that states, "during which the data transfer function is suspended". 
Explanation/Correction is requested. Claims 2-5 are also rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in sectbn 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prbr art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8, 9, 11, and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over O'Mahony, (US 6,570,91 1 ) and EP-0772370A, sited as prior art 

10/09/01.

As per claims 8, 9, 1 1 , and 14-16, O'Mahony teaches a method for data transfer 
for use with a data pump, comprising: 

establishing a program code for executing a data transfer (modem) function, the 
function being divided into phases by inactivity intervals, and the program code 
including code segments associated with each phrase; and downloading each code 
segment to a first memory of the processor prior to commencement of the respective 
phase for execution thereof, wherein each successively downloaded segment 
ovenwrites a previously downloaded segment, (col. 4, lines 30-col. 7, lines 1-7) 
However, O'Mahony is silent in respect to the program code being downloaded from an 
external second memory. Nonetheless, EP-0772370A teaches program code being 
downloaded from an external second memory (instruction RAM 24) to define the 
functionality (parameters) of a DSP of modem adapter 250. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to implement downloading of 
parameter instructions from an external second memory because doing so would 
dynamic programming of the modem adapter by external computers thereby allowing 
for increase flexibility in parameter programming of the modem adapter. (EP-0772370A, 
cols.3-8) 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 6 and 7 are allowed.
